If this country persists in its views the matter 
should be submitted to the international court of 
justice at The Hague for arbitration, he thought.

ing. The Republic of Panama owes its existence 
to the fact that the "Jnited States would not allow 
Colombia to suppress a revolution which broke 
out in what is now Panama but then was a part 
ef Colombia. Roosevelt has been severely criti- 
cized by Mberals for intervening at the time at the 
expense of Colombian sovereignty, but that‘ is 
- hardly a matter of which Panamanians can com- 
plain. They owe what sovereignty they enjoy to 
the United States; and they owe prosperity and 
health to the United States, which built the canal 
and annihilated tropical diseases in their land, Is 
gratitude not one of the isthmian virtues? , 

And if not, is common sense at a premium? Pan- 
ama made its treaty with the United States, au- 
thorizing the construction of the canal, immediately 
after the secession from Colombia. That treaty 
was drafted by Panama's representative to bring 
about the completion of the canal which the French 
had abandoned as a failure. Panamanians had 
reason to fear thai thd United States would never 
come to terms with Colombia for the completion of 
the Panama canal and, instead, would go to 
work in Nicaragua; hence Panama's secession. 
The wording of the treaty appears to leave no

but were any doubt reieed by the wording,
